WM. CURE’S War Record. 


Washing 1, D. C., November 2, 1928. 
Adutant General Office. 
To Mrs. Bernard Keir: 

The records of this office show that one William Cure 
served:in the Revolution war in Captain Samuel Sacket’s Com- 
pany 4, N. Y. Regiment, also designated 4th Battalion of N. Y. 
forces, commanded by Vol. Henry B. Livingston. He enlisted 
May 5th, 1778, for 9 months and was discharged Feb. 5, 1779. 

The records show that one William Cure served in that 
war as a Sergeant im Uaptain George Brinckerhorff’s Company, 
Col. Dirck Brinckerhoff’s Regiment, New York Militia, of 
Duches county. He was in service 21 days from October 7 : 
1777 on an expédition to Peekshill and guarding the river. 

The records show further that one William Cure, probab- 
~~ ly the same man, rank not stated, served in the war, in Col. Ab- 
raham Brinckerhoff’s N. Y .Regiment, Militia of Duches coun- 
ty, and that he received certificates in the amount of L2, S5, 
D2. for service in the years 1779-1780. The name John Cure 
is not found on the records. on this file in this office of soldiers 
of the Revoluntionary war from N. Y. or any other state,
